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Notes of a 
Naturalist

Cowlitz River, W ashington— The 
run of fall chinook salmon is in the 
river. 
It is too much to e tpect that 
a person who has not witnessed a 
run of these large fish to believe a 
description of the hundreds of im­ 
mense salmon lying in the 
shallow 
riffles where they 
are 
spawning. 
One reads of the return of the sal­ 
mon to the stream of 
its 
birth, 
there to complete the cycle of its 
life but the only way to really com­ 
prehend the spectacle of the thou­ 
sands of adult salmon making their 
way up the river and small tributar­ 
ies is to see it. 


Early 
one 
morning, 
Fred 
Terry and Bill Studebaker, two 
ardent and 
skillful 
fishermen, 
called for me to go fishing. They 
thought there might be a few 
jack 
salmon 
remaining 
even 
though the bulk of that run 
had moved up the river some 
time before. W e made our way 
down an old logging road, one 
that had been used in the days 
of oxen, to a hole in the river 
where they thought we might 
have some luck. W hen we came 
in sight of the riffles above the 
uole, fishing for the 
morning 
was all over for me for the run 
of fall chinook was in the river. 
The riffles were alive with the 
big salmon. 
In places the wa­ 
ter was so shallow 
that 
the 
backs 
of 
the 
larger 
fellows 
stuck out of the water and 
where the water was deeper it 
was clear enough in spite of the 
glacial rock flour in the river to 
see the fish distinctly. 


I walked out on a gravel bar that 
jutted into the riffles and from there 
had a close-up view of the fish. 
A 
pair will select a spot on the riffles 
•where the rocks arc none too large 
and will excavate a hole about one 
foot in depth and four or five feet 
in diameter by twisting their bodies 
down against the gravel and rock 
and with the help of the current 
pushing them downstream. 
These 
spots are easily distinguished by the 
brighter color of the gravel and rock 
dug from the river bed and deposit­ 
ed just back of the depression where 
the fish are lying. 
The female lays 
her eggs in the depression and the 
male fertilizes them. 


Usually there is much com­ 
motion in the shallow water for 
there 
is 
continuous 
fighting 
among the males. 
If a 
male 
happens to swim near one of 
the depressions, the male occu­ 
pant will dash forth to attack 
the intruder. 
A battle royal 
takes place right then and there. 
I was fortunate in having 
a 
close view of such a battle be­ 
tween 
two large males that 
weighed I should guess in 
the 
neighborhood of fifty pounds or 
more and were fully four feet 
or more in length. 
T he 
fight 
started with great, noisy splash­ 
es as the fish threshed about in 
the shallow water which 
was 
hardly more than a foot deep. 
After banging each other about 
considerably, one grabbed 
the 
other by the throat, much as a 
dog will grab another, and held 
on for dear life. 
They jerked 
and reared and splashed about, 
the one holding on until finally 
with a violent effort the unfor­ 
tunate fish reared into the air 
and shook his antagonist loose. 
It was a vicious fight lasting for 
several minutes and it was in­ 
credible that the one fish was 
not killed and the other badly 
injured. 
But while they do not 
seem to kill each other, their 
doom is sealed in another way. 


After the fish have been on the 
riffles for awhile they become badly 
bruised from battering on the rocks 
and fighting. 
Some of 
them 
are 
tough 
looking 
customers. 
After 
spawning they die a natural death 
and the river and banks of the river 
are littered with the decomposing 
bodies. The bits of the old fish bod­ 
ies form the food of the small fish 
that hatch from the eggs laid by the 
adults and thus the cycle is com­ 
pleted. The young fish go for their 
sojourn in the ocean and after sev­ 
eral years return to the stream of 
their birth to spawn and then they 
too have completed another genera­ 
tion. 


There were too many chinook 
salmon in the river to make 
fishing for jack salmon any good 
so that attempt was given up. 
Later in the day Bill Studebaker 
and I went up to 
the 
Toutle 
river to see the chinooks 
but

Indirect 
Neon lighting will also be used In the 
interior of th e theatre. 
The entrance will be directly back

stores now forming an arcade. 
Mr. Strebe started in the theatre 
business here in 1928, w ith a small 
projecting machine. 
At th at tim e he 
w as a bell boy at 
The 
D esert Inn. 
and he operated his picture show at 
the school house evenings. 
E ver since those early struggling 
days he has kept pace w ith this grow­ 
ing com m unity; in fact, much of the 
tim e he lias been ahead of the tim es 
locally, adding the new est equipment 
and discarding the old w hen the pub­ 
lic often wondered 
if 
Earle w asn’t 
taking too m any chances. 
His good 
judgm ent is proven by his success. 
A t the front of the th eatre (or is a 
th eatre entrance 
in th e rear?) two 
shops are practically completed. 
One 
of these will be occupied by Bert, the 
B arber, and the other by a Los Ange­ 
les jeweler.

It m ay be cheap­ 
er to employ men outright, 
without 
governm ent aid, and let the workmen 
look after th eir own living quarters 
and transportation. 
It 
is

a decision will be reached soon.

Application for a perm it to con­ 
struct the sanitary sew er lines, and 
copy of the resolution adopted by the 
Palm Springs Stanitary Board, have 
been forwarded to the S tate Board of 
Public H ealth a t Sacram ento. 


The permit and resolution are in 
accordance with the Public H ealth 
Act, 
and 
disclose th at th e project 
comprises building collecting eew ers 
within the Palm Springs 
S anitary 
D istrict and piping the sew age about 
three miles east, out into th e desert, 
along Ramon Road. 
H ere 
settlin g 
tanks, covered sludge digesters 
and 
sludge pump equipm ent will be 
in­ 
stalled. 
The clarified sew age will be 
turned onto natural sand beds in th e 
desert for percolation and the sludge 
will be dried on sludge dralnnig beds 
nearby. 
The disposal area is in th e 
southeast corner of Section 17, R. 5 E., 
T. 4 S., S. B. B. & M. 
It is expected 
that the application will be consider­ 
ed by the 
S tate 
Board 
of 
Public 
H ealth at an early m eeting at which 
time any objections to the projee>w ill 
also be examined. 


The senitary board consists of W ar­ 
ren B. Pinney, president; Thom as A. 
Lipps, secretary; E arl Coffman, F ran­ 
cis Crocker and Harold Hicks. Frank 
V. Shannon Is the district assessor.

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51,200 CORPSES 
In the eighteen m onths that ended June 20, 
1935, 51,200 persons met death in motor crashes 
in this country. 
More than 1,300,000 were in­ 
jured. 
The bare statistics, thought provoking 
as 
they are, cannot give an adequate picture of the 
horror of major automobile accidents. 
Figures 
cannot express broken bones—mangled bodies— 
crushed skulls—obliterated features—recapitated 
bodies—and all the rest of the results of fatal 
motor crashes. Nor can figures picture the trag­ 
edy of parentless children and broken-hearted de­ 
pendents of the victims of recklessly driven cars. 
In a recent article in R eaders’ Digest, F. C. 
Furness wrote: “A first-class m assacre is only a 
question of scale and numbers — seven corpses 
are no deader than one. Each shattered man, 
woman or child who went to make up the 36,000 
corpses checked up last year had to die a personal 
death.” 
That is worth thinking about next time you 
take the wheel of your car. 
Driving at excessive 
speeds may, if you get away with it, save you ten 
minutes in a fifty-mile run. If you don’t get away 
with it, it may mean your death, or the death of 
an innocent party. Passing on hills and curves, 
weaving through thick traffic and taking other 
chances may save you a minute or two more—or 
it may mean a crushed body on the pavement, its 
bones twisted and broken, its eyes staring and 
sightless. 
It’s up to you—to everyone who drives a car. 
Is recknessness worth its horrible cost? 


REGIMENTING THE SPUD 
The humble spud has become the latest tar­ 
get for the bureaucrat. Under a law passed by 
the last Congress, the Irish potato is to have its 
turn in so-called crop control. Growers who pro­ 
duce more than five bushels a year must submit 
to a stringent licensing system —and if they pro­ 
duce more than their quota, a heavy fine may be 
levied against them. Opposition argum ents, based 
on the fact th at the spud is an eccentric sort of 
animal, whose productivity is almost impossible 
to control, have had no avail. 
The new law did not have administration 
support, and seems to be regarded coldly by Sec­ 
retary Wallace. 
It was put through by zealots 
who feel that nature should be regimented 
as 
thoroughly as possible.

WORLD’S LARGEST TELESCOPE 
The world’s largest telescope is being erect­ 
ed at Palomar Mountain in San Diego. Particulars 
regarding it are given by Dr. George Ellery Hale, 
honorary director of Mountain Wilson Observa­ 
tory, in an article in the Astrophiyical Journal. 
The dome of the new telescope building will 
not be particularly imposing. Adoption of a new 
type of mounting, it is asserted, will permit the 
use of a dome of much smaller relative diameter 
than th at of the 100-inch Mt. Wilson Observatory. 
The diam eter of the 200-inch dome, instead of be­ 
ing in excess of 200 inches, will be about 130 inch­ 
es, only slightly larger than the Mt. Wilson dome, 
according to scientists. 
A revolutionary feature of the telescope de­ 
sign, it is indicated, is that the astronom ers us­ 
ing the world’s most far-sighted eye will ride be­ 
neath the dome in a bullet-shaped house. 
This 
will permit them to use the principal focus and 
eliminate entirely the usual Newtonian 
mirror. 
Atmospheric conditions on Palomar Mountain, a 
6100-foot peak situated fifty miles north of San 
Diego, have been found superior to Mt. Wilson by 
some observers, the dean of American astron­ 
omers discloses. 
A new cam era lens, briefly described in the 
articles, is now being tested on Mt. Wilson. Pos­ 
sibly the fastest photographic lens in the world, 
it has a focal ratio of only .35, thus promising to 
more than double the efficiency of the Mt. Wilson 
telescope for some purposes. 
Another significant apparatus recently de­ 
veloped, according to Dr. Hale, is a photo-electric 
amplifier, which when used with the Mt. Wilson 
telescope detects the light of a single candle at a 
distance of 3000 miles. This delicate instrum ent, 
designed by Dr. Albert Whitford of the University 
of Wisconsin, makes it possible to translate the 
faintest starlight into electricity. 
Maybe, in the Palom ar Mountain establish­ 
ment, the scientists will see a little bit of heaven!

yesterday, at Roswell, N. M., as ho 
doffed his coat and lent m anual as­ 
sistance to the Goddard experim ents 
for conquering aviation's next fron­ 
tier—the stratosphere. 
W earing working trousers and a 
white sh irt. 
Col. Lindbergh mingled 
modestly with the staff of Dr. Robert 
H. Goddard, 52, M assachusetts scien­ 
tist, both in an oblong, fram e labora­ 
tory and at a desert “cannon,” a cross 
betw een a windmill tower and an oil 
derrick. 
The colonel’s companion, H arry F. 
Guggenheim, 
New 
York 
financier, 
pledged new funds from his family’s 
foundation for the project. 
After a Guggenheim-Goddard state­ 
m ent recounted the progress of pre­ 
lim inary tests. Guggenheim comm ent­ 
ed simply th at 
he 
and 
Lindbergh 
would “be around for awhile." 
They 
arrived last Sunday. 
C onjecture im m ediately developed 
as to w hether the distinguished visit­ 
ors were w aiting to 
w itness a full­ 
sized dem onstration by a 12-foot long 
projectile of the vertical flight the­ 
ory evolved by Dr. Goddard in firing 
30 sm aller rockets. 
In the form al language of the state­ 
ment, “During the coming year the 
research will be carried further.” 
The scientist 
and 
his benefactor 
sum m arized 
Goddard’s 
endeavors 
since 1907; how th e late Daniel Gug­ 
genheim becam e 
interested in 1929 
through Lindbergh; how liquid oxy­ 
gen and gasoline 
propelled 
rockets 
were shaped 
and 
a rem ote control 
system for 
launching 
rockets was 
perfected. 
Finally, since 1934 came 
num erous flights in which a vertical 
direction was m aintained by a gyro­ 
scope a t 700 m iles an hour. 
Up to now super-speeds have not 
been sought for distances greater than 
a few thousand feet. 
But the scien­ 
tists w ere pictured on the threshold 
of clim atic 
tests—instrum ent laden 
rockets soaring 
into 
great 
heights 
with parachutes insuring their return 
with precious data. 
"It is of utm ost im portance to sci­ 
ence,” said the 
ethereal explorers, 
“to obtain dpta in regions exceeding 
30 m iles in height 
where electrical 
phenomena, including ionization and 
the reflection of 
radio 
waves take 
place." 
Stratosphere balloons now are lim ­ 
ited to about 11 miles. 


Between 400 and 500 
deer

5,000 hunters were in the forest dur­ 
ing the period from Aug. 16 to Sept.

"Thanks to the carefulness of hunt­ 
ers, we had only one fire in th a t pe­ 
riod which could be traced directly 
to sportsm en," Mr. Nelson said. 
Most of the deer were taken out 
of the Thom as and Coahuila moun­ 
tains of the San Jacinto ranger dis­ 
tr ic t 
Old tim ers affirm th at there 
are 
more deer in the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains than there were thirty years 
ago. In the early days few deer were 
killed in this region, because there 
were few hunters. 
It should be noted, however, th at 
thirty years ago there were not many 
roads in the m ountains and 
there 
were m any deer no doubt th at were 
always out of sight. 
W ith game refuges existing, 
and 
careful check on hunting, the San Ja­ 
cinto m ountains will never be "shot 
out."

"W e have a total case load of 2460 
women in the district," Mrs. Carlisle 
said, "and a place for every one of 
them . 
Each, so far as hum anly pos­ 
sible, will be employed at her chosen 
profession. 
Our set-ups cover a wide 
range and there seem s no serious dif­ 
ficulty in the way of placing everyone 
according to her profession.” 
Projects for women, already set up 
and ready to function. Mrs. Carlisle 
explained, include cafeteria assistants 
in schools throughout the three coun­ 
ties; clerical work in schools, and in 
city and county offices; housekeep­ 
ing projects in fam ilies of SERA and 
county welfare clients; library proj­ 
ects in schools, cities, and county li­ 
braries; nursing projects, not to men 
tion alm ost endless possibilities 
in 
music, entertainm ent, and recreational 
pursuits, and In resenrM i and survey 
work where women are especially ap­ 
plicable. 


Mrs. Carlisle is ready immediately 
to place 1478 women in San B ernar­ 
dino county, 246 in Im perial and 738 
in Riverside county. 
These are all 
certified by the SERA as being the 
sole employables in th eir 
respective 
fam ilies and in need of relief. 


W omen are proving superior to men 
In adapting them selves to unfam iliar 
situations, Mrs. Carlisle has 
found. 
They appear to he m ore versatile as 
to general em ploym ent, but when a 
m an is a confirmed statistician, en­ 
gineer, or skilled in some other speci­ 
fic profession, he is to be preferred 
for detail work.

Arthur Teeter Describes 


Visit to South America; 


Colorful Countries Seen 


(E ditor's Note: 
Professor A rthur 
T eeter, instructor in Spanish a t Ban­ 
ning Union High School, made a voy­ 
age to C entral and South A m erica for 
his sum m er vacation. 
He has given 
T he D esert Sun the following inter­ 
esting account of his visit to quaint 
and interesting lands of Latin A m er­ 
ica.) 


June 17—I left Los Angeles harbor 
on the S. S. Condor of the Grace Line 
about 6 p. m., but, to m y surprise, we 
stopped in the outer harbor until about 
m idnight, loading dynam ite, fuel oil, 
etc., before we finally sailed. 
The 
Condor is a freighter of about 7,000 
tons with 47 officers and men. 
We 
carried in addition, 12 passengers, of 
whom two were Chinese, being deport­ 
ed to Mexico. 
I was taken up on the 
bridge, down into the engine room and 
soon cam e to know the ship well. 
Service and food were excellent and 
the ship had all the conveniences one 
could wish. There was a 9-tube Philco 
radio w ith short wave and we were 
able to get U. S. stations during the 
entire voyage. 
Several bridge fiends, 
as well as cross-word puzzle fans, 
were on board, so I had plenty of 
m ental exercise. 
Ju n e 21—W e passed a num ber of 
ships and sighted the Mexican coast. 
One was a w arship bu t we couldn’t 
m ake out the flag. 
B oat drill 
was 
called for the afternoon. 
June 22—I liad left m y cabin door 
open because it was warm and 
I 
needed only a sheet for cover, but a 
fellow passenger’s dog aw akened me 
from a sound sleep by jum ping on my 
bed. 
It was raining and the dog had 
been outside; so the condition of my 
sheets m ay be imagined. We reached 
M anzanillo, Mexico, about noon and 
w ere also to spend 
the 
afternoon 
ashore. 
The town is quite sm all and 


turn on board the “Condor," after pay­ 
ing three or four different fees 
or 
taxes for the privilege. 
July 1— Anapala, H onduras, is an­ 
other sm all town a t the foot of the 
usual volcano, but this tim e the vol­ 
cano form s an island. 
It seems an 
inconvenient place for a town, as all 
goods have to be tran-shipped over 
to the m ainland. From here we could 
see ports of three countries—El Salva­ 
dor, H onduras, and Nicaragua. 
July 2— Corlnto, Nicaragua. 
I fell 
a little safer, as we liad leH the cargo 
of dynam ite a t Am apala. Spent an in­ 
teresting day at the native m arkets, 
and saw any num ber of strange fruits, 
hammocks, hats, sandals, etc. 
I sam 
pled some papaye, 
fresh 
cocoanut 
milk, m am ones, etc. 
I also had a ride 
in one of th e tow n’s only two cars. 


July 3— San Juan del Sur, Nicara- 
ga. Paused briefly for cargo and pas­ 
sengers. 
The entrance to this harbor 
was so narrow th a t we had to back 
out. 
July 4— P untarenas, Costa Rica. Our 
flags were all out and we had a turkey 
dinner to celebrate. 
A num ber of in­ 
teresting things were offered for sale 
here—m onkeys, parrots, and several 
strange anim als resem bling acossums. 
Very large avocados also, 2 for 5c and 
pineapples 5c each. The captain found 
two stow aw ays in tim e to chase them 
ashore. H ere a new- passenger proved 
to be the Cuban m inister, to whom 
the captain gave up his stateroom . 
July 6— Balboa, Canal Zone. 
We 
only had a few hours here so I went 
out to see the ruins of Old Panam a, 
about eight miles from the modern 
city—and left the rest for the return 
trip. 


July 10—Guayaquil, Ecuador. A fter 


baby or two, and spinning with a dis­ 
taff as they trotted along. 
It was 
much like a continuous circus parade. 
The road was chiefly gravel, or dirt, 
with very little paving, but the latter 
was the worst, either being a part of 
the old Inca road or being kept in re­ 
pair as it had existed for hundreds 
of years. 
The 
paving 
consisted 
of 
sm all 
stones, w ith rows of larg er ones at 
intervals, and presented a very un­ 
even surface. 
The autom obile road, 
at its highest point is about 14,000 
feet high, some distance above 
the 
railroad a t the sam e place. 
We had 
left Riobam ba about 7:30 a. m. and 
reached Quito before noon. 
I was 
met by my friend there, and we pro­ 
ceeded to see the city. 
Quito lies in a valley, a t a height 
of alm ost 10,000 feet, and 
is 
sur­ 
rounded by m ountain ranges which 
cut off the chill winds usual at that 
altitude. 
Consequently, th e clim ate is 
delightful, and Quito well deserves to 
be called the "City of E ternal Spring." 
I was told th at it never snows there, 
and th e clim ate is 
practically 
the 
same the year 'round. 
Quito has over fifty churches, al­ 
most all large, imposing, and finely 
decorated. Twelve or m ore have con­ 
vents in connection, covering from six 
to ten square blocks in the heart of 
the city. 
These have served as a rt 
m useum s since th eir founding — in 
some cases over four hundred years 
ago. 
They contain 
m any 
museum 
pieces of old furniture, pictures, etc., 
brought from Spain in colonial days. 
I saw several paintings by Velesquez, 
Neurillo and other Spanish artists. 
The city was a large and im portant 
one in the days of the Incas and the 
foundations of many churches 
and 
public buildings date from th at period. 
It is built on a series of hills and 
ravines and there are num erous n ar­ 
row, winding streets. 
It is not at 
all unusual to see a stre e t of steps, 
or one street crossing beneath 
an­ 
other. 
One street even goes through 
an arch beneath a church. 


N ative goods and service are very 
cheap but im ported articles cost about 
twice as much as in the U nited States.

June 28—Stopped for a short tim e 
in A cajutla, El Salvador, and then on 
to La L ibertad the sam e day. 
I left 
the ship here for a trip to San Salva­ 
dor, the capital. 
W hen the launch 
reached the pier we w ere hoisted up 
in a basket. 
T here is a good paved 
road from La L ibertad to the capital, 
36 kilom eters’ distance— which com­ 
pares favorably with our own moun 


morning I arose early and left on the 
railroad com pany's ferry which takes 
passengers across the river to 
the 
railroad station. 
The Guayaquil and 
Quito railw ay is a narrow gauge line 
completed in 1908 by an A m erican 
company, and still em ploys Am ericans 
as conductors and engineers. 
In a 
few hours we rose from sea level to 
12,000 feet, crossing the first range 
of the Andes, and traveling along the 
canyon of a m ountain stream which 
we crossed 76 tim es. At two different 
places on th e line the canyon walls 
are too steep to perm it curves: so 
th e train h as to back up a higher 
grade and th en go forw ard on a still 
higher one. 
The second tim e this oc­ 
curred we w ent up over 1,000 feet in

th at day laborers receive 10 cents per 
day. Salaries of professional men are 
also low, according to our standards, 
a law yer who m akes $100 a m onth be­ 
ing considered wealthy.

A fter a few days in Quito, I left 
with friends to visit th e ir home 
in 
Otavalo, in the northern p art of the 
country. 
In our w eek's stay we took 
alm ost daily rides to nearby points 
of 
interest, 
m ountain 
lakes, 
hot 
springs, w aterfalls, etc. 
T he Indians 
around O tavalo are easily recognized 
in other parts of the country by their 
costum e and facial appearance. They 
are quite light in color and many have 
blue eyes. 
The men w ear their hair 
in a long braid, and both men and 
women w ear large felt hats, 
very 
heavy, I was told, to keep the wind 
from blowing them off. The men also 
wear "ponchos"— blankets made from 
llam a wool, w ith a hole in the cen­ 
ter; and the women a g re at deal of 
bright jew elry and belts eight to ten 
feet long, wound several tim es around 
the waist. 
Otavalo, like other m ountain towns, 
lies in a valley surrounded by vol­ 
canoes, many of which 
a re 
snow­ 
capped. 
One may frequently see as 
many as tw enty “nevadas," some al­ 
most perfect cones and all around 18,­ 
000 to 20,000 feet high.

straw berries; Lasso, roast guinea pig, 
and m any others.

Riobam ba is vases and cups m ade of 
vegetable ivory, and rugs of native 
m anufacture. 
Panam a hats m ay be 
obtained at a num ber of places, and 
are all made in Ecuador n ear tbe lit­ 
tle tow ns of M ontecristi and Jipijapa. 
Hence the w ord Panam a is really a 
m isnom er. 
An excellent hat m ay be 
bought very cheaply.

I left Guayaquil August 10 on 
the 
“Barneveld," a Dutch boat, and part­ 
ly because a revolution broke o ut that

EOuador tried to make him self dicta­ 
tor. 
A fter a stop in Buenaventura, 
Colombia, we w ent to the Canal Zone, 
where I got off a t Cristobal, on th e At­ 
lantic side. 
R eturning on th e “Penn­ 
sylvania,” I w as able to go through 
the Canal a second time. 
From Bal­ 
boa we went directly to San Diego, 
arriving after six days of ra in 
and 
storm y w eather. 
I saw very few tourists in Ecuador. 


Since the country doesn't seem to be ( 
very well known, I felt th at I w as get­ 
ting a little off the beaten trac k in 
spending my vacation there.

A H erm osa Beach 
resid en t 
was 
found to have 29 doves in his posses­ 
sion. 
A Long Beach m an is said to 
have had 76 feathered birds in his 
car. 
Still another coast m an is re­ 
ported to have had 26 doves. 
T he fourteen others had doves far 
in excess of the lim it allowed by law. 
"P enalties to let the coast hunters 
know th at they can not come to the 
valley and violate the state and fed­ 
eral law regarding m ourning 
dove 
hunting or any other law s w ill 
be 
m eted out,” Judge Bailey said. 
L ast year a num ber of coast hunt­ 
ers were also arrested and heavy fines 
inflicted for the sam e violations. One

100 
doves in his possession. 


N EW AUTO F E E LAW DR AW S 
D IS AP PR OV A L OF A S S E S S O R S 
T HRO UGH OUT CA LIF O RN IA 


C alifornia assessors do n ot like th e 
new law under w hich the m otor ve­ 
hicle departm ent will collect fees in 
lieu of taxes form erly collected 
by 
counties. 
Ed Kay, advisor to assessors, in a 
lette r to county assessors says; 
“It is estim ated enforcem ent of the 
new law will cost m ore th an $200,000 
per biennium ; this work was previous­ 
ly perform ed w ithout extra cost 
to 
taxpayers, by the various city 
and 
county assessors. 
“The new law calls for a license fee, 
not a tax, hence w ar veterans will be 
deprived of the exem ption heretofore 
allow ed to them on autom obile assess­ 
m ents. 
"For the sam e reason all household­ 
ers who have heretofore enjoyed ex­ 
em ption to the am ount of $100 
on 
th eir autom obiles will no longer enjoy 
th a t privilege.” 
D ealers will not be able to get li­ 
censes to operate traded in cars on 
w hich cu rren t year’s taxes rem ain un­ 
paid. 
U nder the old lavv autom obile ow n­ 
ers were taxed in M arch and penalties 
for non-payment w ere not added un­ 
til six or nine m onths later. 
Penalty 
under the old law was eight percent. 
U nder the new law the auto ow ner is 
allowed bu t 30 days to pay after de­ 
linquency and the penalty, K ay says, 
would appear to be 100 percent, not 
only on th e $3 registration fee, but the 
valuation license fee as well. 
C ities will get refund of 25 percent 
of collections; counties will get 12% 
percent, based upon population, irre­ 
spective of the num ber of m achines. 
The new law say s: 
"The moneys 


so paid shall be expended by the cit­ 
ies and counties for law enforcem ent 


and the regulation and control and fire 
protection of highw ay traffic.” 


F arm er residents will pay same pro­ 
portionate fees as city dw ellers, Kay 
com m ents, but will get back only half 
as much as the city man. 
Loss of $9,000,000 revenue yearly 
will cause an equivalent raise of all 
tax rates on city and county property 
he adds. 
Auto ow ners will pay a double val­ 
uation ta x on sam e property for six 
m onths January 1, 1936, to June 30,

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CÍPT.WM. PABLO, 
N01ED INDIAN, IS 
LAID 10 REST 


W ith the passing of Capt. W illiam 
Pablo at his home on the Morongo 
Indian reservation at an early hour 
Saturday morning one of the most 
colorful and picturesque figures In 
local Indian history put aside the 
cares of life. Pablo had been failing 
for some months. 
Born In Chino canyon perhaps 85 
years ago, Pablo as a boy lived the 
life that was really primitive. He re­ 
called in his latter days the legends 
o f Indian life in what is now River­ 
side county. His forefathers handed 
down the tales of tribal battles which 
occurred between opposing tribes. 
Once there were many Indians at 29 
Palm s, and camps were made wher­ 
ever living springs or 
water-holes 
existed. 
When “Bill” Pablo was born in 
Chino canyon that canyon was un­ 
named. There was no Palm Springs. 
Because water wus there the Indians 
were there, the first Indian settle­ 
ment at Palm Springs being lost in 
the maze of unwritten history. Later 
what is now the village was a stop­ 
ping place for horse-drawn stages and 
prospectors. 
A quarter of a century ago, when 
the Department of Indian Affairs be­ 
gan a crusade against liquor peddling 
to Indians, Pablo was selected to help 
Pussyfoot (W . E. Johnson) crusade 
against the illicit traffic. 
The two 
men were close friends and worked 
together in California and Arizona. 
Ben de Crevecoeur was also in the 
liquor suppression service. Pablo was 
a fearless officer, and his narrow es­ 
cape in gun-play with 
bootleggers 
would have made a valuable narra­ 
tive, had the facts been compiled. The 
title of "Captain” came from his serv­ 
ice with the federal government. In 
those days Clara D. True, the only 
wom an superintendent of Indians, it 
is believed, was in charge of the Mo­ 
rongo, Palm Springs and other local 
reservations. 
Pablo's wife died a couple of years 
ago. 
Surviving are 
his 
daughter, 
Juanita, and his brother, Henry Pablo, 
officer at the Morongo reservation. 
Funeral services were held Monday, 
and interment was on the Morongo 


r e s e r v a t io n .

TOURIST HERE 


Latest News ot 
The Aqueduct 


Rattlesnakes, tarantulas, prospec- 
rs and other desert denizens were 
led with surprise, if not consterna- 
on, today as loud boomings 
and 
ouds of 
powder smoke announced 
e resumption of blasting operations 
i surface units of the Colorado River 
jueduct. 
High explosives—part of the 40,000,- 
runds being used on the giant Met- 
ipolitan W ater District project — 
ere booming in the desert wastes of 
ie Pinto Basin section of the aque- 
act. 
The surface blasting marks the re- 
amption of work on aqueduct canals, 
Iphons, and conduits, largely shut 
own through the summer months be- 
ause intense desert heat hindered 
roper concrete curing. 
Concrete pouring actually will not 
>e resumed until October 1, but crews 
ilready are at work on excavation 
vhich must precede the concreting, 
rhe aqueduct siphons, conduits, and 
:anals all are laid in deep trenches 
ut through the surface of the desert. 
Liter the ground has been drilled and 
ilasted, huge dragline shovels move 
ip and lift out the broken earth and 
ock. 
Part of the 40,000,000 pounds of ex- 
ilosives used on the aqueduct will go 
nto such operations. Tunnel opera- 
ions also are consuming enormous 
luantities of the dynamite required, 
rhe tunneling has continued on 
hrough the summer. 
The aqueduct, surpassing even Boul- 
ler Dam in magnitude, includes nine- 
:y-two miles of tunnels on its main 
ine, sixty-two miles of canal, fifty-five 
niles of conduit, and twenty-nine 
nlles of siphon, as well as 150 miles 


3f pressure pipe and tunnel on the 
project's distribution system . ___ 


Tom Anthony is in this locality, aft­ 
er having made an excursion through 
many of the older and intensely in­ 
teresting countries of Europe. Mr. An­ 
thony left the United 
States last 
March, on the U. S. Line, taking the 
steam er "Manhattan.” Arriving 
at 
Havre he took the train for Paris, 
thence to Switzerland and Germany, 
and Austria. Tourist travel was very 
heavy, with preponderance in favor of 
Americans. 
Mr. Anthony vividly describes Euro­ 
pean problems for The Desert Sun: 
Mr. Anthony reached his sister’s 
home in Bulgaria. He desired to go 
to Russia, but the Russian authorities 
vetoed the plan. Groups of "foreign­ 
ers” are permitted to visit Russia, but 
no "foreigner” is permitted to "go it 
alone.” 
The Russians 
want their 
friends of other nations to see Russia 
In groups, for in that case they are 
shown the brighter side of Russia. 
Mr. Anthony, native of Bulgaria, is 
an American citizen, and has resided 
in the U. S. A. for the past thirty 
years. He found that red tape was 
prevalent In an extraordinary way in 
many countries that he visited. In 
some cases attem pts were made to 
exact tourist fees which appeared il­ 
legal and Mr. Anthony was obliged to 
appeal to high officials. He happened 
to m eet the woman secretary of the 
American legation at Sofia, Bulgaria, 
and learned that she was bis cousin. 
Half of his sister's income in Bulgaria 
is 
taken for "additional taxes.” 
W omen were seen working in the 
fields, while the men were in the vil­ 
lages, loafing and drinking. Wine in 
Bulgaria is three cents a gallon. Beer 
there is two cents a glass. Food and 
lodging are very low priced in Greece. 
The Greek government is “broke" but 
the individuals get along by drudgery 
in thousands of cases. 
In Bulgaria Mr. Anthony met 
a 
group of men and women who were 
engaged in a revolution in Greece 
some months ago. These people fled 
to Bulgaria; and Bulgaria refuses to 
release them to Greece. They are un­ 
der sentence of death in Greece; and 
woe be unto them if they should ever 
cross the international boundary line. 
Italy was visited for several days 
by Mr. Anthony, following August 5. 
Italy was not talking war. The Italian 
newspapers were not printing war 
news (the papers are censored). But, 
hordes of soldiers were coming south 
from Northern Italy. Everything in 
a military way was moving quietly and 
with precision. On a railroad trip Mr. 
Anthony saw a man, wife and child 
(Italians) taken from the train. The

It j 
was estimated that some 200,000 elig- 
ibles had failed to claim this benefit, 
so, on August 23, 1935, congress en­ 
acted a law which extended the date 
for filing claim to January 2, 1940.

are advised to do so at once. In ev­ 
ery case where the veteran is de­ 
ceased, claim should be made by his 
dependents, who may be entitled to 
the adjusted credit.

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Congress has adjourned, and a great 
.Quiet has come over Washington. 
Theoretically, the political "open sea­ 
son" has ended, and will not begin 
again until the next congress, which 
will convene with the start of the 
new year. Actually, however, politics 
never ends—and during the present 
brief "breathing spell” between ses­ 
sions, laymen and publicists alike are 
spending most of their time speculat­ 
ing on what is going to happen in 
next year's campaign, and the cam­ 
paign of 1940. 
Principal question at issue is this: 
“What changes, if any, have occurred 
In the status of Roosevelt popularity 
since 19327” By way of answer, you 
can get almost anything you want. 
It is a human frailty, shared alike by 
republicans and democrats, to regard 
a thing as being true simply because 
you wish it were true. As a result, 
political opinions on forthcoming cam­ 
paigns must be weighed exceedingly 
carefully—they are dictated almost en­ 
tirely by partisan bias. The demo­ 
cratic spokesman will tell you that 
Mr. Roosevelt will sweep the field as 
completely in '36 as he did in ’32 
the republican spokesman will tell you 
that he will lose, and that the GOP 
will come back after the worst four 
years of its history. More or less 
unbiased observers, who are not tarred 
with any party label, will tell you that 
botlv of these extreme views are 
wrong. 
One of the best obtainable gauges 
for measuring the popularity or lack 
of it of any administration, is news­ 
paper editorial opinion. And in this, 
according to an article by Theodore 
C. Wallen, of the New York Herald- 
Tribune, a very interesting change 
has taken place during the past turbu­ 
lent year. On November 1, 1934—the 
eve of the congressional election in 
which the democrats achieved an as­ 
tounding sweep—70 percent of Amer­ 
ican editorial opinion was favorable 
to the President. He held this degree 
of popularity until early in March. 
Then a decline, marked by a few up­ 
turns, started. The course of the pop­ 
ularity chart, Mr. Wallen says, went 
from 67 percent to 58, back to 62, 
then to 47, then to 66, then to 42 and 
finally 61 on April 29. The greatest 
decline followed, when, on the occa­ 
sion of the President’s attack on the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, principal representative organ­ 
ization of American industry, it tail- 
spinned to 21. 
Papers which were once highly fa­ 
vorable to Mr. Roosevelt and his poli­ 
cies, have become cold and non-com­ 
mittal. Papers which once were un­ 
certain and said little, have taken to 
denouncing Administration acts. And 
some very important papers, which 
normally back democratic administra­ 
tions—such as the New York Times 
and the Baltimore Sun—find much to 
criticize in the President’s program. 
In his article, Mr. Wallen makes an­ 
other very important observation. At 
the beginning of the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration, many persons backed the 
President and at the same time were 
against administration measures in 
general. In other words, they liked 
the President, and they blamed others 
for administration acts and policies 
they believed inimical to the national 
welfare. Newspapers followed a sim­ 
ilar course. When the President s 
popularity line hit its spring low ol 
21, Mr. Wallen says, "this apparently 
was the first time President Roose­ 
velt and his administration had come 
to stand for the same thing in the 
editorial opinion of the United 
States.” 
The drop in the President’s popular­ 
ity aa a statesman—which is a very 
different matter than his popularity as 
an individual — has given unbiased 
writers the belief that the GOP has a 
chance—even though remots—to win 
In 1936, if it puts the right man for­ 
ward. And there is a great problem. 
The republican party is pretty well 
split up in factions. The progressives, 
led by Senators La Follette and Nor- 
tís, do not want a conservative candi­ 
date. The conservatives, under the 
Hoover leadership, are bitter against 
present radical trends. Some think 
that the best candidate would be Sen­ 
ator Borah—but the Idaho lion has 
passed the biblically-allotted span of 
life, and that is a great barrier to his 
candidacy. Colonel Knox of Chicago 
Is making a bid for nomination—but 
he is relatively unknown outside of 
a few big cities. Senator Vandenberg 
is another figure to be reckoned with 
—but he too faces much coldness 
within his party. Senator McNary has 
influence as republican leader in the 
senate—but he comes from a small 
and remote state. 
A few think that the republican 
campaign of 1936 should be only for­ 
mal—that the party should work to­ 
ward 1940. They point to Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s electoral victory over Mr. Hoo­ 


ver, and say that shift enough to elect 
a republican cannot occur in four 
years. Others point out that Mr. Hoo­ 
ver’s margin over Governor Smith was 
only slightly less great than Roose­ 
velt’s over Hoover — that the tide 
turned then, and that it can again. 
Under any circumstances, tho next 
campaign will be bitterly fought. The 
issues are many, but the outstanding 
question for the voters to consider is 
whether to continue the swing to the 
left or turn back to the right. There 
will be no quarter given by either 
side. And a great deal can happen in 
the year that must pass before votes 
are counted. 


MOUNTAIN S H R U B B E R Y T A K E S

cinto mountains the desert shrubbery 
and flowers present a very refreshed 
appearance.

While there are 
many legitimate objections to Musso­ 
lini's campaign, he said there is also 
some justice in his stand. Barbaric 
Mussulmen who live in the low lands 
of Abyssinia have crossed into Italian 
territory killing men, women and chil­ 
dren and King Haile Selassie has 
done nothing to prevent reoccurrence 
of this violence. Hence, Mussolini is 
right in trying to stop these raids.—

Home wine-makers were warned by 
James H. Maloney, Federal super­ 
visor of the alcohal tax units for Cali­ 
fornia, Nevada and Hawaii, that they 
must comply with regulations or face 
prosecution.

HOW NOT TO GROW OLD 
Chief E. Raymond Cato of the State 
Highway Patrol has given out a list 
of "Don’ts” for the auto driver. Some­ 
one has suggested that he change 
them to "Do's,” and put over them the 
heading, "How to Keep From Growing 
Old." 
But no such emphasis is needed if 
you link to these things a driver 
should not do, to the number of acci­ 
dents Californians suffered last year 
by doing them. And if you keep in 
mind the gory details of Just one se­ 
rious motor mishap, the analysis be­ 
comes impressive. 
They add up this way: Reckless 
driving caused 1354 accidents, exces­ 
sive speed 2983, on wrong side of 
road 2492, violation of right of way 
7104, improper passing 1023, improp­ 
er turning 1417, following too closely 
1310. 
The physical or mental condition of 
those drivers who crashed last year 
is also revealing: Had been drink­ 
ing 2819, view obstructed 2473, con­ 
fused 1582, asleep 471, blinded by head­ 
lights 352, physical defects 122. 
Things a pedestrian might do to 
keep from growing old are amply des­ 


cribed too, in last year's statistics: 
Crossing street not at intersection 
2310, crossing carelessly at intersec- j 
tion 4273, walking along highway 433,, 
coming from behind parked car 420, 
getting carelessly on or off street car 
124.These are not all the mistakes those 
now dead or injured made last year. 
They are only the biggest mistakes. 
They are taken from the statistical 
record issued by the Highway Patrol, 
w-hich Chief Cato himself introduces 
with these words, "Any possible cor­ 
rections of the current traffic problem 
must necessarily start with a factual 
understanlng of the accident situa­ 
tion. . . . ” 
• 
They are taken from the book which 
has on a preface page, a WTeath in 
memory of the 270,000 persons killed 
or Injured in California motor vehicle 
accidents during the last six years.

The duck hunting season will open 
November 20 and continue to Decem­ 
ber 19, inclusive, according to infor­ 
mation given out by the U. S. bio­ 
logical survey. 
So-called game-hogs are warned in 
advance that the regulations for duck 
shooting will be more stringent than 
ever this year, and "woe be it unto 
those who violate the law and run 
amuck with the game wardens. 
Many game lovers, in view of the 
fact that last year's drought depleted 
the wild duck family to a great ex­ 
tent, had asked for an entire year's 
closed season. 
After a great deal of controversy 
over the subject it was finally decided 
to permit hunting for 30 days, with 
rigid restrictions which it is believed, 
will adequately protect wild-fowl life 
until the flock can be increased. 
The new regulations provide that 
shooting is limited between 7 a. m. 
and 4 p. m., and live decoys are 
barred. No more than ten ducks and 
four geese are allowed per gun.
